•A constitutional amendment prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, is to be submitted to the peo- 
ple of Iowa for their decision. Asa con- 
sequenca, the friends and opponents of 
the measure are engaged in a vigorous 
and active campaign. Two articles from 
Iowa newspapers have been presented to 
our notice. 
They take the saloon keeper 


in hand and show that he is, by his own 
wickedness and disregard of law, re- 
sponsible for all legislation prejudicial 
to his interests. 
The first, from the Mc- 


Gregor (la.) Neifs, 
indicts the saloon 


keeper as follows: 


The saloon keeper has put the mana- 


cles on his own hands. lie has forged 
the hand-cuffs that are put on him by a 
hundred enactments of law. He has 
wrought the chain of statutes link by link 
that is slowly crushing the life out of his 
business. And now he has attached the 
Heavy ball to that chain which will drag 
not only his business but the manufacturer 
who supplies him down to perdition. The 
Senate has passed 
the constitutional 


amendment which will forever banish the 
retail liquor business outside of the pale 
of tolerated occupations, and which for- 
ever brands it us contraband in our com- 
monwealth. Year after year has the sa- 
loon keeper worked this destruction upon 
his calling. It culminated in a thunder- 
bolt welded into our fundamental law. 


We say the saloon keeper has brought 


upon himself the terrible forces and rigors 
of the law. 
He was not satisfied with 


the old Iowa law, which treated the sale 
of liquors as any other merchandise. He 
abused^its leniency shamefully. 
He was 


not satisfied with the original Maine law, 
which enabled him to avoid dispensing 
the more poisonous grades of alcoholic 
liquors, and relieved him of responsibility 
as to civil damage. 
He abused that law 


like a dog. 
He brought upon himself the 


law which makes him responsible for all 
damage flowing out from the sale of what 
flowed in. He was not satisfied with that 
but next involved the owner of property 
in which he kept saloon. Next he abused 
the liberality of city privileges so that 
the Two Mile Act find tho election laws 
were forged and hung about his insub- 
missive neck. 


America has the worst saloon system in 


the world. Where there is one saloon run 
upon business principles, and with any 
sentiments of honor and decency, there 
are nine run absolutely devoid of a re- 
deeming feature, and any one of which 
does positive injury to the community in 
which at exists. 
Where there is one sa- 


loon with a little respectability there are 
five perfect hell-holes. 


And what is worse: 
The saloon panders to all the evil pas- 


sions of the American people. 


There is absolutely no element of re- 


form in it. 
For twentj-five years it has 


been growing worse and worse, sinking 
lower and lower. While public opinion 
upon matters of drinking has been ele- 


the^saloon has been degenerating. 


ysteni of America has to answer for is, 
n our opinion, this : 


It teaches our people to spend money 


•efore they learn to economize. The sa- 
oon is the school of the spendthrift. 
It 


raduates paupers. They who can least 
fiord to squander money are the ones the 
aloon lives off. 
It teaches our boys in- 


umerable ways of wasting money. It 
caches them to be loafers before they 
lave learned to be anything else, and 
pcndthrifts before they can earn a cent 
liemselves. 


The town boy is, after all, the great 


ictini of the saloon. 
He is caught by its 


nfectious glare and flutters about its 
^leasing flame until every vestige of inan- 
ood is burned out of him and he sinks 
nto his grave a dissolute wreck. 


It is the town and city boy largely who 
ields to the seductive influence of the 
aloon, which creates an appetite in him 
or satiating an artificial thirst, which it 
iQiirishes in every conceivable way. 
It 


nres him on with its various gambling de- 
ices until the national passion for gam- 
ng becomes his ruling trait of character. 
Ve are proud to say that a few respecta- 
le saloons in McGregor do not tolerate 
gambling, but the majority do. There 
vas a time when prominent citizens and 
Hisiness men were not ashamed to sit in 
he open doors of a saloon and gamble for 
money over the card table 'in plain sight 
if the passing public. 
But public opin- 


on drove the card table behind a screen, 
nd then behind a partition : and still in 
he face of all this progress by the pub- 
ic, many saloons keep gaming tables for 
.he low and the ignorant. 
And it is al- 


ways the ones who have the least who 
vaste the most at the gaming table. If 
he saloon were progressive it ought, un- 
der the force of public opinion, to be- 
come the most respectable and inviting 
ilace for refreshment and recreation. If 
t obeyed the laws it would make no man 
drunk and make no loafers. 
But it does 


not. 
With a few noble exceptions, the 


saloon of the present day is as low and de- 
graded as public opinion has become high 
md elevated. It obeys no law but to pay 
its taxes. Commercial laws it violates. 


This kind of a saloon will sell a drunk- 


en man as long as he can stand up and 
take it and pay for it,. It will sell a man 
liquor whose eye is already red and his 
tongue thick, and who he knows will go 
nome and beat his wife and frighten his 
children. It will sell your son and mine 
if it thinks it is not watched, and senc 
our offspring home to us with his brain on 
fire and his heart rebellious. 
It will do 


anything and everything for money. 
It 


will do nothing for decency, honor. 


And why has the American saloon sys- 


tem become so low ? Because there is 
something degrading and hardening in 
tbe business that only a man with a goo< 
heart and a character as firm as a rock can 
withstand and retain his manliness.

DEATH OF PKOFESSOR COLEMAN, OF 


LAFAYETTE COLLEGE. 


Rev. Lymaii Coleman died at Kaston 


on Thursday of last week. He had been 
a Professor in Lafayette College since the 
summer of 1801. 


Professor Coleman was u man of exten- 


sive 
acquaintance, had traveled over 


much of the earth, and was rcmark.ibly 
genial and full of humor in lii.s conversa- 
tion. 
Few entertained so many guests 


or entertained them so genially 


His family was one of very remarkable 


longevity, jlis father and" grandfather 
wore both physicians in Massachusetts, the 
latter attaining the rare age of ninctv- 
two, 
and the mother of the deceased 


ninety-five. 
He married, in 18li<>, MUs 


Maria Flynt, who died eleven yoars ago, 
and by whom he had two children — daugh- 
ters—both now deceased. 
In October, 


1873, he married Miss Marion I'hillco, 
daughter of the late Dr. 
I'hillco, who 


practiced medicine at I'ticn, N. Y., mid 
vicinity. This lady's faithful care lias 
made him a pleasant home through his 
declining years. 


The deceased was the oldest teacher in 


the state of Pennsylvania, as he had spent 
forty-four years in teaching, bcsido seven 
years in preaching and several in travel. 
In his youth, while a student of N candor, 
who has been styled the father of clmrcli 
history, Dr. Colcimiti enjoyed the privilege 
of his intimacy and tlm unrestrained use 
of Jiis magnificent library, resulting in the 
production of. Dr. Colenum's first volume, 
which is seldom found wanting in theolo- 
gical libraries. 
He was a thorough 1/itin 


and biblical scholar.

In 18'28 he became pas- 
tor of the Congregational church at 
Belchertown, Massachusetts, and held the 
charge seven years , afterwards, principal 
of the Burr seminary, 
Vermont, five 


years ; then principal of the English de- 
portment of Philip's academy, in An- 
dover, Massachusetts, five years. The 
years 144'2-3 he spent in Germany in 
study and in travel, and on his return 
was made professor of German in the 
College of New Jersey, from which he 
received the degree of S. T. D. Ho con- 
tinued there and at Amherst, Massachu- 
setts, and Philadelphia the next fourteen 
years, in connection with different literary 
institutions. He 
revisited Europe in 


1850, and extended his travels to the 
Holy Land, the Desert and Kgypt, and in 
1801 he became professor of ancient lan- 
guages in Lafayette. His principal pub- 
lished works are, "The Antiquities of the 
Christian Church," "The Apostolical and 
Primitive Church," "An Historical Geog- 
raphy of the Bible," "Ancient Christian- 
ity Exemplified," "Historical Text-Hook 
and Atlas of Biblical Geography.

and to increase it below that point. 
The 


erosive power of a 'tream is proportional, 
other things being equal, to the rapidity 
of iti current. 
Kiosion is therefore more 


rapid below the en st. But this erosion 
not only deepens the bed of the stream 
below the crest, but also pares away the 
crest from down-stream upward, so that 
the point whoie the valocity of the stream 
changes is constantly tending up-strcim. 
This point, then, will alwajs be found 
above, i. e., up-strcim fiom the ciast of 
the obstacle. 
The degiee of obstruction 


which this rising mass will afford to the 
stream depends, not at all on the absolute 
heighth to which it may rise, but to the 
degree of rapidity >f its rise as compared 
with the erosive power of the stream. 
If 


the rate of rise be greater than the erosive 
power at first, it forms a temporary dam, 
nnd a lake is produi ed above the obstacle, 
which increases in depth until a sufficient 
fall is given to the stream to enable it to 
cut at the same rate at which the range 
rises. 
Then equilibrium is established, 


and the cutting goes on at the same rate 
as the range increases in elevation. When 
the rise ceases, the lake is gradually 
drained in whole or in pait, as the river 
graduallj cuts awny the dam by moving 
its crest up-streai i. 
A diversion of the 


stream can only oc cur by reason of a new 
channel being made accessible by the rise 
of water back of the dam. 


Such, in brief, i' the conduct of a i iver , 


when its course is n danger from the rise 
of a mountain-ranj. e across it. It may be | 
added that the 111 my examples before us 
show us that in nearly every case the 
river has had little tiouble iu sawing its 
way through them. 
Dams have seldom 


risen to very great height, nor have lakes 
collected to great depths.—Popular Su- 
eii'< Monthly.
